Four species of sea turtles are 
found nesting on Aruba of 
which the Leatherback sea 
turtle is found Aruba’s 
beaches during the nesting 
season March - September. 
TurtugAruba - Aruba’s save 
the sea turtle foundation 
works hard to protect them 
and is supported by the dif¬ 
ferent instances 
Sea turtles return to their 


natal beach in order to nest. 
They use the earth’s magnetic 
fields to guide them on their 
long journeys at sea. Sea tur¬ 
tles do not nest every year but 
rather every 2-5 years. 

The leatherback sea turtles 
of Aruba lay about 115 eggs 
a clutch. The female lea¬ 
therback will nest 6 to 8 times 
a season. There is an average 
of 10 days between nestings. 


The eggs incubate for ap¬ 
proximately 65 days. 

It is estimated that only 1 
in 1000 hatchlings survives 
to maturity. All species of sea 
turtles are endangered and 
need your protection.

US urges 'appropriate steps' on Prince Carlos dies aged 
Colombia military accord 80 : Dutch royal house 



WASHINGTON (AFP) - The 
United States urged Colom¬ 
bia's new government 
Wednesday to take "appropri¬ 
ate steps" to sustain its rela¬ 
tions with Washington after a 
key bilateral military accord 
was declared unconstitu¬ 
tional. 

State Department 

spokesman Philip Crowley 
said the United States was 
consulting with the govern¬ 
ment of President Juan 
Manuel Santos about what it 
planned to do about the rul¬ 
ing by Colombia's Constitu¬ 
tional Court. 

"There can be, you know, 
actions taken by the execu¬ 
tive or by the legislative 
branch to overcome, you 
know, the questions that have 
been raised," Crowley said. 

The court ruled that the 
controversial accord, which 
gives the US military access 
to seven Colombian bases, 
was unconstitutional because 
it had not been approved by 
the Colombian Congress. 

Tuesday's ruling came as 
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Santos, who was sworn in to 
office August 7, has moved to 
improve tense relations with 
neighboring Venezuela, 
which has vehemently op¬ 
posed the October 2009 mili¬ 
tary accord as a threat to its 
leftist government. 

Crowley said the United 
States looks "to the Santos 
government to take appropri¬ 
ate steps to make sure that we 
can sustain our bilateral rela¬ 
tionship." 

Another State Department 
official, Charles Luoma- 
Overstreet, told AFP that, in 
the meantime, the close US- 
Colombian defense relation¬ 
ship will continue under 
previously existing agree¬ 
ments. 

Washington has responded 
to Latin American concerns 
about the bases accord by in¬ 
sisting that it is not aimed at 
third countries. 

It says the agreement, 
which limits the number of 


PORT-AU-PRINCE (AFP) - 
Haiti's electoral board de¬ 
cided to push back to August 
20 its release of a final list of 
presidential candidates, a 
statement released Tuesday 
said, leaving in doubt for now 
whether hip-hop star Wyclef 
Jean can run. 

"Due to questions posed 
regarding some candidates,... 
the electoral board has de¬ 
cided to delay until August 
20 the release of its final list 
of presidential candidates," 
the board said in a statement. 

The council had pledged 
to release the list by Tuesday 
ahead of the November 28 
elections for a successor to 
President Rene Preval, as 
Haiti struggles to revover 
from a devastating January 
12 earthquake. 

Several of the candidates 
including Grammy-winning 


US military personnel in 
Colombia to 800 and the 
number of US civilian con¬ 
tractors to 600, is aimed at 
fostering bilateral coopera¬ 
tion against drug trafficking, 
illegal armed groups and ter¬ 
rorism. 

At the end of last year, the 
US Congress approved 46 
million dollars to refurbish 
Colombia's Palanquero base, 
one of the seven included 
under the agreement. 

But the Congress made 
clear it was not authorizing 
the establishment of a perma¬ 
nent US base on Colombian 
territory. 

The United States has pro¬ 
vided Colombia, its most im¬ 
portant ally in South 
America, more than six bil¬ 
lion dollars in aid over the 
past decade to combat drug 
trafficking and leftist guerril¬ 
las under a program known 
as Plan Colombia.

THE HAGUE (AFP) - Prince 
Carlos Hugo de Bourbon de 
Parma, whose marriage into 
the Dutch royal family in 
1964 triggered a furore in the 
Netherlands, has died aged 
80, the Dutch royal house 
said Wednesday. 

Carlos, Duke of Parma 
and Piacenza, died of cancer 
in Barcelona, Spain on 
Wednesday morning, the 
royal press office said in a 
statement. 

Born in Paris on April 8, 
1930 to Xavier, Duke of 
Parma and Duchess 
Madeleine de Bourbon-Bus- 
set, Carlos married Dutch 
princess Irene at the age of 


MADRID (AFP) - A bull 
leapt out of the arena at a 
bullring in northern Spain 
Wednesday and charged into 
a crowd of terrified specta¬ 
tors, injuring some 30 people, 
Spanish media said. 

Spanish television showed 
dramatic images of scream¬ 
ing spectators, including chil¬ 
dren, frantically trying to 
avoid the animal after it hur¬ 
dled a security barrier that 
surrounds the arena as well as 
a fence and clambered up the 
crowded stands. 

Most suffered cuts and 
bruises or shock, but one man 
was gored in the back and a 
10-year-old boy was being

They will then be 
flown to Italy for burial in the 
family crypt in Parma, with a 
memorial service to follow in 
Madrid.

Dutch police, judiciary to 
discuss Suriname 


THE HAGUE, The Nether¬ 
lands — Dutch Justice Minister 
Ernst Hirsch Ballin said yester¬ 
day he will discuss the Nether¬ 
lands' future relationship with 
Suriname with police chiefs 
and the judiciary, following the 
announcement by Amsterdam 
chief constable Bernard Wel- 
ten that joint projects with the 
Suriname police will be can¬ 
celled. 

Welten made his comments 
on Monday and was immedi¬ 
ately called to order by Hirsch 
Ballin, who said only the jus¬ 
tice and home affairs min¬ 
istries could make such a 
decision. The minister said the 
Netherlands is seeking a busi¬ 
nesslike and close relationship 


with Suriname. 

That relationship has been 
cooling for some time. In May, 
foreign affairs minister Ma- 
xime Verhagen said Bouterse 
would not be allowed in to the 
Netherlands. The new presi¬ 
dent was sentenced to jail in 
the Netherlands for drugs 
smuggling. 

During his inauguration 
speech last week, Bouterse 
made it clear he wants to break 
with Suriname's colonial past 
and forge contacts with other 
South American countries. 

The Netherlands assists 
Suriname with the construc¬ 
tion of police stations and the 
training of arresting officers.

“We have to prepare for the hurricane 
season,” Mr. Donata urges 


Hurricane season about to begin in earnest 



Yesterday, during a press 
conference, Chief of the Fire¬ 
fighting Department, Jaime 
Donata, urged the Aruban 
community to prepare for the 
hurricane season. Even 
though the season has already 
started from June 11, it 
reaches its peak in mid-Sep¬ 
tember. Mr. Donata urges 
everyone who has not pre¬ 
pared for the season to do so. 
Do not wait until the last mo¬ 
ment to stand in long lines to 
get your plywood and other 
appliances needed. Prepare a 
survival kit; buy water, dry 
and other non-perishable 
goods, flashlights, batteries 
and candles. Also a first aid 
kit is advisable. 

The Aruba Meteorological 
Department monitors every 
movement in the Caribbean. 
They will give a hurricane 
watch 48 hours in advance, a 
hurricane warning 36 hours 
in advance. At present the 
Bureau Department of 
Calamity is giving all sorts of 
information and help on how 
to prepare your house in case 
of a hurricane. 

Aruba does not have any 
shelter, although the Depart¬ 
ment of Public Works and 
F irefighting Department 
under guidance of the De¬ 
partment of Social Affairs 
and the Aruba Red cross are 
have 17 buildings on the is¬ 
land in view to see if they can 
be used as a reception cen¬ 
ter/or shelter. But, Mr. Do¬ 
nata explains, that the 
shelters are a temporary solu¬ 
tion; they will be over¬ 
crowded and noisy. He also 
advices everyone to prepare 
their homes for a possible 


lurricane and if their house is 
inadequate, to start making 
arrangement s to stay with a 
friend or family member. 

As for the heat on Aruba, 
Mr. Donata advices everyone 
to drink lots of fluids and if 
necessary stay out of the sun, 
especially kids and persons 
with sensitive skin. Use sun 
blocks or other products to 
protect your skin against the 
sun, Mr. Donata added. 

The Atlantic Basin re¬ 
mains on track for an active 
hurricane season, according 
to an update earlier this 
month by the National 
Oceanic and Atmospheric 
Administration. 


The formation of La Nina 
in the Pacific Ocean favors 
lower wind shear over the At¬ 
lantic Basin, allowing storm 
clouds to grow and organize. 

Other climate factors 
pointing to an active hurri¬ 
cane season are warmer-than- 
average water in the tropical 
Atlantic and Caribbean, 
NOAA said. 

August heralds the start of 
the most active phase of the 
Atlantic hurricane season and 
with the meteorological fac¬ 
tors in place, now is the time 
for everyone living in hurri¬ 
cane prone areas to be pre¬ 
pared.

Most US students think Beethoven is a dog 



WASHINGTON (AFP) - 
Most young Americans enter¬ 
ing university this year can't 
write in cursive, think email is 
too slow, that Beethoven's a 
dog and Michelangelo a com¬ 
puter virus, according to an 
annual list compiled by two 
academics at a US college. 

To students who will get 
their bachelor's degrees in 
2014, Czechoslovakia has 
never existed, Fergie is a pop 
singer, not a duchess; Clint 
Eastwood is a sensitive 
movie director, not Dirty 
Harry; and John McEnroe 
stars in TV ads, not on the 
tennis court, Beloit College's 
"Mindset" list says. 

The Mindset list was first 
compiled in 1998, for the 
class of 2002, by Beloit hu¬ 
manities professor Tom 
McBride and former public 
affairs director Ron Nief. 

It was intended as a re¬ 
minder to faculty at the uni¬ 
versity that references 
quickly become dated, but 
quickly evolved to become a 
hugely popular annual list 
that gives a snapshot of how 
things have changed, and 
chronicles key cultural and 
political events that have 
shaped a generation. 

In the first Mindset list, 


McBride and Nief found that 
youngsters born in 1980 had 
ever known only one pope - 
Polish-bom John Paul II, who 
was elected to the papacy in 
1978 and died in 2008. 

For the class of 2003 — 
born in 1981 and featured on 
the 1999 Mindset list — Yu¬ 
goslavia never existed and 
they were puzzled why Soli¬ 
darity was sometimes spelled 
with a capital S. 

Solidarity with a capital S 
was the first and only inde¬ 
pendent trade union in the 
Soviet bloc. It was created in 
1980 and went on to negoti¬ 
ate in 1989 a peaceful end to 


communism in Poland, mak¬ 
ing the country the first to es¬ 
cape Moscow's grip. 

Nief and McBride take a 
year to put the list together, 
gathering outside contribu¬ 
tions and poring over jour¬ 
nals, literary works, and the 
popular media from the year 
of the incoming university 
students' birth. 

"Then we present the ideas 
to every 18-year-old whose 
attention we can get and we 
wait for the 'mindset moment' 
— the blank stare that comes 
back at you that makes you 
realize they have no idea 
what you're talking about," 


Nief told AFP. 

Those moments make it 
onto the list, alongside inter¬ 
esting historical snippets like 
the fact that since the class of 
2004 was bom in 1982, all but 
one national election in the 
United States has had a candi¬ 
date in it named George Bush. 

The class of 2004, for in¬ 
stance, "never referred to 
Russia and China as 'the 
Reds'", and in the year they 
were born, 1982, "AIDS was 
found to have killed 164 peo¬ 
ple and finding a cure for the 
new disease was designated a 
'top priority' for government- 
sponsored research." 


The class of 2005 — born 
in 1983 — thought of Sara¬ 
jevo as a war zone, not an 
Olympic host, and had no 
idea what carbon paper was. 

Apartheid never existed in 
South Africa for the class of 
2006, and for the class of2007, 
"Banana Republic has always 
been a store, not a puppet gov¬ 
ernment in Latin America." 

The list makes some peo¬ 
ple feel old, like those who 
remember what Michael 
Jackson looked like when he 
was singing in the Jackson 
Five or recall the days when 
there were only a handful of 
channels on television. 

But they're not the only 
ones who get the blues over 
the list. 

"There are 25- and 26- 
year-olds that tell us they feel 
old when they read the list," 
Nief said. 

"Just two years ago, there 
were some students who 
learned to type on a type¬ 
writer," but others in the 
graduating class of 2012 did¬ 
n't know that IBM had ever 
made typewriters, said Nief. 

Few students in the class 
of 2009 knew how to tie a tie 
and most thought Iran and 
Iraq had never been at war 
with each other.

to Mars could leave crew 
’dangerously weak’ 





PARIS (AFP) - If a human 
ever sets foot on Mars, will it 
be a giant step or an ex¬ 
hausted shuffle? 

Long-term space flight so 
weakens fitness that an astro¬ 
naut heading to the Red 
Planet may lose up to half the 
power in key muscles in the 
course of the mission, scien¬ 
tists have found. 

The loss — equivalent to a 
crew member aged between 
30 and 50 returning home 
with the muscles of an 80- 
year-old — would add a major 
danger to a trip already laden 
with peril, they said. 

Researchers led by Robert 
Fitts, a professor of biology 
at Marquette University in 
Milwaukee, Wisconsin, took 
tiny samples of tissue from 
the calf muscles of nine US 
and Russian astronauts who 
spent around six months on 
the International Space Sta¬ 
tion (ISS). 

The biopsies, taken 45 
days before launch and on the 
day of return, showed dra¬ 
matically how muscles atro¬ 
phy in zero gravity. 

The losses in fibre mass, 
force and power translated 
into a decline of more than 40 
percent in the capacity for 
physical work, Fitts reported. 

Ironically, beefing up be¬ 
fore the trip had no impact on 
muscle loss. In fact, crew 
members who began with the 
biggest muscles turned out to 
have the biggest decline in 
muscle fitness. 

Under one NASA sce¬ 
nario, a return trip to Mars 
using current rocket technol¬ 
ogy would take around three 
years, if a one-year stay on 
the planet is factored in. 

If so, the decline in the 


most-affected muscles such 
as the calf could approach 50 
percent, said Fitts. 

Astronauts would tire 
faster doing even routine 
tasks, especially if they 
donned a space suit, and on 
returning to terrestrial gravity 
they could be so weak they 
might be unable to evacuate 
their spacecraft quickly in an 
emergency. 

The paper has been pub¬ 
lished online by The Journal 
of Physiology, and will ap¬ 
pear in print next month. 

Muscle loss is a well-re- 
searched area in space medi¬ 
cine, but this is the first to 
include specific analysis of 
muscle cells on long-duration 


missions. 

Fitts said the results 
should not discourage hu¬ 
mans from venturing farther 
into space. 

’’Manned missions to 
Mars represent the next fron¬ 
tier, as the Western Hemi¬ 
sphere of our planet was 800 
years ago,” he said. 

’’Without exploration, we 
will stagnate and fail to ad¬ 
vance our understanding of 
the Universe.” 

Even so, the findings 
clearly show the need to im¬ 
prove fitness regimes in 
space so that astronauts are 
exposed to high-resistance 
exercise and the kinds of mo¬ 
tions they experience on 
Earth, he said. 

Muscle loss adds to the 
long list of hazards facing a 
trip to Mars. 

In addition to technical 
dangers, astronauts face can¬ 
cer-causing damage to DNA 
from cosmic radiation, loss of 
bone density and mental 
stress from prolonged incar¬ 
ceration. 

In June, six men from Eu¬ 
rope, Russia and China were 
locked away in a mock 
spaceship in a Moscow re¬ 
search institute for a year and 
a half to simulate a manned 
mission to Mars. 

The 520-day experiment 
comprises 250 days for the 
outward trip, 240 days for the 
return but only 30 days on the 
Martian surface. 
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Menstrual cycle affects cholesterol levels 



Blood cholesterol levels ebb 
and flow according a 
woman's menstrual cycle, 
and screening tests should be 
timed accordingly for the 
most accurate results, Na¬ 
tional Institutes of Health re¬ 
searchers report online in The 
Journal of Clinical En¬ 
docrinology and Metabolism. 

In their study, total choles¬ 
terol levels varied by close to 
20% over the course of 
women's cycles, and this was 
even more pronounced 
among obese women over 40. 

"Cholesterol levels are the 
highest in the first half of the 
cycle and then after ovula¬ 
tion, they start to go down," 
says study researcher Sunni 
L. Mumford, PhD, of the epi¬ 
demiology branch of the Eu¬ 
nice Kennedy Shriver 
National Institute of Child 
Health and Human Develop¬ 
ment in Rockville, Md. "Cho¬ 
lesterol testing should be 
done at the same time of your 
cycle each month." 

Treatment decisions 
should be based on the most 
accurate readings. 


Estrogen Affects Choles¬ 
terol Levels 

The researchers measured 
levels of the female sex hor¬ 
mone estrogen, cholesterol, 
and other blood fats called 
triglycerides in 259 healthy 
women aged 18 and 44. They 
took as many as 16 measure¬ 
ments from the women over 
the course of two menstrual 
cycles. Study participants 


also charted their own ovula¬ 
tion using at-home fertility 
tests. 

As the level of estrogen 
rises, HDL "good" choles¬ 
terol increases and peaks at 
ovulation. Total cholesterol, 
LDL "bad" cholesterol, and 
triglycerides dropped as es¬ 
trogen levels rose. Estrogen 
is thought to stave off heart 
disease, which is why a 


woman's risk rises after 
menopause when her natural 
supply of the hormone dimin¬ 
ishes. 

High cholesterol levels are 
a known risk factor for heart 
disease. Total cholesterol of 
less than 200 milligrams per 
deciliter of blood (mg/dL) is 
considered desirable; choles¬ 
terol between 200 and 239 
mg/dL is borderline high. 
Total cholesterol of 240 
mg/dL or above is considered 
high, according to the Na¬ 
tional Heart, Lung, and 
Blood Institute. 

Just 5% of women consis¬ 
tently had total cholesterol 
levels greater than 200 mg/dL 
at all study visits, but choles¬ 
terol levels among 19.7% of 
the women reached 200 
mg/dL at least once. 

Cholesterol Screening 
for Women 

"We used to give choles¬ 
terol screens in the morning 
when people have fasted, and 
now we probably need to 
add another layer and that is 
knowing where they are in 
their menstrual cycle," says 


Marc Lewis, MD, service 
chief of the Women's Health 
Services at Henry Ford Hos¬ 
pital in Detroit. "Not timing 
cholesterol screening tests 
with the menstrual cycle may 
mean that we are overtreating 
women and increasing their 
risk of drug side effects and 
costs for no reason." 

The new study is "fasci¬ 
nating and important," says 
Marianne J. Legato, MD, a 
professor of clinical medicine 
at Columbia University Col¬ 
lege of Physicians and Sur¬ 
geons in New York City and 
the founder and director of 
the Partnership for Women's 
Health at Columbia Univer¬ 
sity. 

"If it is true that choles¬ 
terol varies with a woman's 
menstrual cycle, then treat¬ 
ment decisions should be tai¬ 
lored accordingly," she says. 
"This is more evidence that 
we can’t use men as the norm 
when developing cut-off 
points and standards of care," 
she says. "We must study 
women directly."

How to get a ton of glowing testimonials 
for your customers for free 

And what to do with them to generate bigger profit

Hi, I am Ken Varga. I want to 
share with you some of the 
ideas, strategies, and principles 
that allowed me to build 35 
businesses during my career. 

By earnestly applying the 
ideas, you will learn how you 
too can build your business to 
success, while living an unhur¬ 
ried life, filled with family, 
friends, fun and a relaxed atti- 
tud. 

Hi again, and welcome. 

Two questions I received 
this week had to do with get¬ 
ting testimonials and creating 
back ends. So let’s talk about 
those. 

The key to getting testimo¬ 
nials is to just ask for them. 
That’s right. Just ask for them. 

Many of your customers 
will be happy to give them to 
you. 

There are many ways to go 
about getting testimonials, but 
here’s a short list of ideas for 
obtaining them. 

1. Include a short ques¬ 
tionnaire asking for comments 
with any product you deliver. 
You can do this at the point of 
sale, or you can do this with a 
follow-up letter that you mail 
to them. 

2. Do a survey of your 
customers and offer a free gift 
to anyone who helps. 

3. When you communi¬ 
cate with your customers, tell 


them that you’re looking for 
stories about your product or 
business. 

4. When you talk to cus¬ 
tomers on the phone or face-to- 
face, ask for testimonials. 

But this is so important that 
I can’t stress this statement 
enough. 

These testimonials are 
worthless if you don’t use 
them. So immediately put 
them to work: 

1. The best testimonials 
are those that are very specific. 
“I earned an extra $10,000 last 
year with your sales software 
system.” Is a lot better that “I 
earned more money last year 
with your system.” 

2. Use these testimonials 
liberally in all your advertis¬ 
ing. They are the proof of your 
claims and establish credibil¬ 
ity. They also show that real 
people use your product and 
like it. In your advertising use 
the testimonials to back up one 
of your claims. 

For example: If you claim 
that your product will save ex¬ 
ecutives many hours of wasted 
time, back it up with a specific 
statement from one of your 
customers: 

“You will save many 
hours of wasted time with the 
Brand X product.” 

Or 

“As John Doe of XXX 
Corp says, “Last year Brand X 
saved me at least one hour per 
day in wasted time. That’s 
more than 20 hours each 
month.” 

3. Last but not least, you 
must get permission to use the 
full name and city of your tes¬ 
timonials. I’ve learned so 
much by testing testimonials 
that I now use the person’s full 
name, city, and state and phone 
number. But you must make 
sure that you get written per- 


Global talks to check high jobless rate 


WASHINGTON (AFP) - A 
high-level international con¬ 
ference will be held next 
month to discuss new strate¬ 
gies to check the steep rise in 
unemployment resulting from 
the global economic crisis, the 
IMF said yesterday. 

The conference to be 
chaired by the heads of the In¬ 
ternational Monetary Fund 
(IMF) and the International 
Labour Organization (ILO) 
will be hosted by Norway's 
Prime Minister Jens Stol- 
tenberg in Oslo on September 
13. 

The meeting to be attended 
by government, labour and 


private sector leaders as well 
as prominent academics would 
"explore new ways of forging 
a sustainable, job-rich recov¬ 
ery from the global economic 
crisis," a statement from the 
Washington-based IMF said. 

The conference on "the 
challenges of growth, employ¬ 
ment and social cohesion" will 
be "the first of its kind," the 
statement said. 

It is being held as the out¬ 
look for global employment 
continues to worsen in the 
wake of the "Great Reces¬ 
sion," brought on by the finan¬ 
cial crisis of 2008. 

According to ILO esti¬ 


mates, global unemployment 
in 2010 hovered at some 210 
million people, an increase of 
34 million since the eve of the 
crisis in 2007. 

The conference will discuss 
"near-term policy responses to 
the steep rise in unemploy¬ 
ment as well as ways to pro¬ 
mote sustainable growth and 
development," the statement 
said. 

"We need the right policies 
to ensure a sustainable, job- 
rich recovery," Stoltenberg 
said in the statement. 

"The Oslo conference offers 
an arena for key policy makers 
and experts to explore ways to 


improve the quality of life and 
work for the millions of people 
affected by the financial cri¬ 
sis," Stoltenberg said. 

Among those named to at¬ 
tend the meeting are Liberian 
President Ellen Johnson Sir- 
leaf, Greek Prime Minister 
George Papandreou, Spanish 
Prime Minister Jose Luis Ro¬ 
driguez Zapatero, French Fi¬ 
nance Minister Christine 
Lagarde and British Work and 
Pensions Secretary Iain Dun¬ 
can Smith.

How about this for a head¬ 
line? 

“Why your “back end” may 
be 1,000 times more profitable 
that your initial sale...and 
what to do to take advantage of 
it now!” 

That statement should make 
you salivate. 

A back end is what you sell 
to a customer following the 
initial sale to that customer. 

You should keep a database 
with the name of every person 
who buys or who makes an in¬ 
quiry to you. Then you must 
sell them all kinds of related 
products, services or upgrades. 

Here’s an example: 

Real estate agents could 
make deals with painters, wall¬ 
paper hangers, yard services, 
landscappers, carpenters, 
plumbers, etc. 

Another option for you is 
that if you don’t want to sell 
the related products, you can 
make a deal with a company 
that does. In exchange for a 
piece of the action, you’ll sup¬ 
ply them with the names of 
your customers. Don’t be 
bashful. 50% of a profit is not 
unreasonable in many cases. 
Keep in mind that they’re get¬ 
ting business they wouldn’t 
otherwise have gotten. 

The key to success in re¬ 
selling your customers is the 
fact that you don’t need to 
make a big profit on your ini¬ 
tial sale. 

If each customer is worth, 
let’s say, $1,000 in profit to 
you in the long run, you could 
afford to lose almost that on 
the first sale, just to get them 
as a customer. Otherwise, you 
may be throwing away thou¬ 
sands upon thousands of dol¬ 
lars in lost profit because you 
refused to take a loss on the 
initial sale. 

Rework your existing cus¬ 
tomers again and again. Spend 
as much time on them as you 
do on prospecting. They are 
your best source of business 
because they already have a re¬ 
lationship with you. They 
know who you are. People 
who are not existing customers 
don’t know who you are yet, 
so again, rework your existing 
customers over and over, again 
and again.

KARACHI, Pakistan (AFP) - 
Pakistan faces economic catas¬ 
trophe after the devastating 
floods that have wiped out 
farmland and ruined infrastruc¬ 
ture, with feared losses of bil¬ 
lions of dollars likely to set 
back growth by years. 

The country's worst ever 
humanitarian disaster has rav¬ 
aged an area roughly the size 
of England, affected 20 million 
people, exacerbated a crippling 
energy crisis and raising fears 
of social unrest. 

"It seems we're doomed to 
walking through a dark tunnel. 
We're on an unending path of 
misery," said Morio Pahore, a 
farmer from small town Thul in 
southern Pakistan who is now 
living in a tent on a highway. 

Shirtless, his face burnt 
dark by the sun, the greying 
50-year-old said he lost every¬ 
thing when the rains fell and 
the river burst its banks. 

"We had goats and buffalo 
and a wooden hut. We had 
grain to eat. The river ate 
everything, leaving the whole 
family hungry and empty- 
handed. 

"I don't think we can start 
again for many years. Every¬ 
thing is under water and even 
if the river recedes, the water 
will be there for a long time." 


It is a tragedy repeated mil¬ 
lions of times over for farmers 
and peasants across the coun¬ 
try who saw their livelihoods 
washed away in minutes after 
the floods first hit three weeks 
ago. 

Agriculture accounts for 20 
percent of Pakistan's gross do¬ 
mestic product. President Asif 
Ali Zardari said it would take 
two years to provide farmers 
with crops, fertilizers, seeds 
and food. Experts say it will 
take far longer. 

On top of that, floods have 
inflicted widespread damage 
on infrastructure. In cities, 
flood waters have destroyed 
electricity installations, roads 
and phone lines. 

The World Bank, which has 
announced a 900 million dollar 
loan for Pakistan, expects the 
economic impact to be huge, 
indicating that direct damage 
was greatest in housing, roads, 
irrigation and agriculture. 

It estimated crop loss at one 
billion dollars, saying the full 
impact on soil erosion and 
agriculture could only be as¬ 
sessed when the water recedes 
around mid-September. 

"We have lost around 20 
percent of our cotton crops. 
The destruction of corn, rice, 
sugarcane, vegetable crops and 


fish farms are enormous as 
well," Ibrahim Mughal, who 
heads the independent Agri 
Forum organisation, told AFP. 

Damage to cotton, rice, 
sugarcane and maize will hit 
the export sector, the main 
source for Pakistan's forex re¬ 
serves. Textiles and agriculture 
account for about three quar¬ 
ters of Pakistan's 21 billion 
dollar export target this year. 

"The floods have eaten 
three million tons of cotton — 
over 20 percent of our 14 mil¬ 
lion bales for this year. It will 
negatively affect by 25 percent 
large-scale manufacturing and 
ultimately impact on exports," 
Ashfaq Hasan Khan, a former 
government economic adviser, 
told AFP. 

There are fears that Pa¬ 
kistan risks running up a 
higher fiscal deficit which 
would lead to increased go¬ 
vernment borrowing. 

Before the floods, the coun¬ 
try had a healthy forex reserve 
of 16.45 billion dollars, thanks 
to a 11.3 billion dollar IMF 
rescue package meant to stave 
off Pakistan's worst balance of 
payment crisis and 30-year- 
high inflation in 2008. 

After recording its lowest 
growth in a decade, GDP had 
been expected to grow by 4.5 
percent in the fiscal year end¬ 
ing June 30, 2011, but the 
floods could shave at least one 
percent off growth estimates. 
Food prices are already rising 
and there are fuel shortages in 
some areas. 

The director general of the 
Pakistan Electric Power Com¬ 
pany, Muhammad Khalid, told 
AFP they faced losses of more 
than four billion rupees (47 
million dollars) due to the 
floods with some grid stations 
wiped out. 

Around 1,000 villages in 
flood-hit districts of southern 
Punjab are without power, said 
JamshaidNiazi, spokesman for 
Multan Electricity Supply 
Company. 

"The loss is huge. We have 
to install new poles, wires, 
feeders etc." 

Experts have urged the gov¬ 
ernment — already weak and 
unpopular — to move quickly, 
warning that the losses could 
fan unemployment and social 
unrest. 

"The peasants are our life¬ 
line, so by not helping them we 
are in fact committing sui¬ 
cide," Agri Forum's Mughal 
said. 

"Jobless people can become 
criminals if they can't get em¬ 
ployment. In this case the 
number of such people is in the 
millions." 


NEW YORK CITY - Oppo¬ 
nents and supporters of a 
planned Muslim cultural cen¬ 
ter and mosque near the site 
of New York's World Trade 
Center will mark the ninth 
anniversary of the Sept 11 at¬ 
tacks with dueling events. 

A national debate has 
erupted over whether the 
Muslim center should be con¬ 
structed two blocks from the 
site of the 2001 attacks by al 
Qaeda which destroyed the 
World Trade Center towers 
and killed close to 3,000 peo¬ 
ple. 

The group Stop Islamiza- 
tion of America will hold an 
afternoon rally in lower Man¬ 
hattan on the anniversary fol¬ 
lowing the annual memorial 
service honoring victims of 
the attacks. 

The group said the list of 
speakers would include for¬ 
mer House Speaker Newt 
Gingrich, former U.N. Am¬ 
bassador John Bolton, Dutch 


Parliamentarian Geert 
Wilders and family members 
of those killed on 9/11. 

Muslim and Arab-Ameri- 
can groups will meet later 
this week to discuss how to 
mark the anniversary, which 
could coincide with the Mus¬ 
lim holiday marking the end 
of the holy month of Ra¬ 
madan, Eid al-Fitr.

Anelka scornful of 
France ban 


NORTH PLAINS (AFP) - 
Cristie Kerr, who won June's 
LPGA Championship by 12 
strokes to become the first 
US world number one in 
women's golf, tries to secure 
her grip atop the rankings at 
the LPGA Safeway Classic. 

The 1.5 million-dollar, 54- 
hole event starts Friday at 
Pumpkin Ridge and marks 
the LPGA's first event on US 
soil since US veteran Paula 
Creamer won the US 
Women's Open on July 11. 

Kerr took over the top spot 
after her second career major 
title, the first coming at the 
2007 US Women's Open, but 
reclaimed it this week from 
South Korean Shin Jiyai, who 
fell to third behind Kerr and 
Japan's Ai Miyazato. 

Finishing the season atop 
the rankings is a major goal 
for Kerr. 

"It's very important to 
me," she said. "I worked my 
whole life for it. I'm in a po¬ 
sition now to do it. There's so 
much golf left this year that 
you have to be in it every 
week. Your bad finishes need 
to be in the top 10. 

"For a world No. 1 for the 
rest of the year, it's going to 
probably take another couple 
of tournament wins. I've had 


a good start to the season as 
far as trying to accomplish 
that and I've got to keep play¬ 
ing well." 

The tight fight for the top 
between Kerr, Shin and 
Miyazato in the wake of the 
recent retirements of such 
stars as Annika Sorenstam 
and Lorena Ochoa gives new 
energy to each event on a 
smaller LPGA schedule. 

"It's an exciting time for 
the LPGA because we have a 
number of different players 
that can be No. 1," Kerr said. 
"You have a chance to be No. 
1 every week, so it's going to 
be exciting until the end of 
the year. 

"I have to keep my eyes on 
the job at hand. I have been 
No. 1 and I've lost that. It's a 
fun challenge." 

The Safeway Classic, 
which Kerr won in 2008, is 
the the first LPGA event 
since Taiwan's fifth-ranked 
Yani Tseng won her third ca¬ 
reer major title at the 
Women's British Open three 
weeks ago. 

"It was huge in Taiwan," 
Tseng said. "Lots of people 
were watching and I got lots 
of text messages from Taiwan 
saying it was so exciting, that 
after the win they were cry¬ 


ing. It was really great." 

Tseng tries to become the 
first winner of consecutive 
events since Miyazato 
opened this season with back- 
to-back triumphs. The Japan¬ 
ese star has won four titles 
this year. 

Vitali Klitschko 
to take on Briggs 
in Hamburg 

BERLIN (AFP) - World 
heavyweight champion Vitali 
Klitschko will defend his 
WBC title against US fighter 
Shannon Briggs on October 
16 in Hamburg, it was an¬ 
nounced on Wednesday. 

The 39-year-old will be 
defending his title for the 
fifth time since beating 
Samuel Peter in October 
2008 to regain the WBC 
crown, having temporarily 
retired in 2004. 

"I'm really happy that I 
will finally box in Hamburg 
again," said Klitschko who 
last fought in the Hanseatic 
City in December 1999. 

Klitschko had wanted to 
face Russian giant Nikolai 
Valuev in his 13th world title 
fight, but the bout fell 
through. 

Briggs, 38, has an impres¬ 
sive record having won 51 
fights with 45 knock-outs and 
suffered the last of his five 
defeats to Sultan Ibragimov 
in June 2007. 

In contrast, 'Dr Ironfisf 
Klitschko has 38 knockouts 
in 40 wins and has lost just 
twice in his career, the last 
defeat coming at the hands of 
Lennox Lewis back in 2003. 


PARIS (AFP) - France inter¬ 
national striker Nicolas 
Anelka has poured scorn on 
the 18-match ban he received 
for swearing at coach Ray¬ 
mond Domenech during the 
World Cup, saying it made 
him laugh. 

"As far as I am concerned, 
this commission and all that 
is a joke, a sham aimed at 
saving face," the Chelsea 
player told France-Soir after 
learning that he would bear 
the brunt of the sanctions for 
the debacle in South Africa. 

"I have already said that 
my international career ended 
on June 19 when I was ex¬ 
pelled from (the French train¬ 
ing camp of) Knysna. 

"They are just playing to 
the gallery. They are real 
clowns these people. I'm 
dying with laughter." 

The unprecedented sanc¬ 
tion of an 18-match ban ef¬ 
fectively means that the 
31 -year-old firebrand will not 
play for his country again, but 
any lingering doubt has been 
removed by his disparaging 
comments. 

The French Football Fed¬ 
eration's (FFF) disciplinary 
commission also handed out 
a five-match ban to World 
Cup captain Patrice Evra, 
three matches to vice-captain 
Franck Ribery and one match 
to Lyon midfielder Jeremy 
Toulalan. 

Eric Abidal, the fifth 
player called before the com¬ 
mission — Ribery was not 
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present as his club Bayern 
Munich refused to release 
him and Anelka, as expected, 
did not show up — convinced 
the commission that he was 
an innocent party and was ab¬ 
solved. 

The five players were 
summoned to appear before 
the disciplinary commission 
over the strike called by the 
World Cup squad in protest at 
the expulsion of Anelka fol¬ 
lowing his outburst at then 
coach Domenech. 

The incident happened at 
half-time in the team's second 
game at the World Cup finals, 
with France drawing 0-0 with 
Mexico. They went on to lose 2- 
0, which effectively eliminated 
them from the tournament. 

Anelka's verbal tirade 
against the embattled and un¬ 
popular Domenech was sub¬ 
sequently splashed across the 
front page of sports daily L'E- 
quipe's June 19 edition. 

However Anelka, who 
won 69 caps for his country, 
disputes that he used the 
same words and is suing the 
paper for defamation. 

When the news of the 
dressing room bust-up broke, 
Anelka was sent home from 
South Africa by the FFF, 
prompting a one-day strike 
by the remainder of the squad 
that saw them refuse to par¬ 
ticipate in an open training 
session. 

France lost their final 
game 2-1 to South Africa to 
finish bottom of their group.

Favre returns to Vikings for 
20th NFL season

MINNEAPOLIS (AFP) - 
Brett Favre made an emo¬ 
tional National Football 
League return yesterday, the 
40-year-old quarterback 
working out with the Min¬ 
nesota Vikings and talking 
about a Super Bowl title. 

In starting a 20th NFL sea¬ 
son, the league's all-time 
passing leader ran without 
limping and made it clear that 
after two prior returns from 
retirement, he would not be 
teasing about one more 
comeback in 2011. 

"Twenty years and I am 
done," Favre said. "This is 
the last year of my contract. 
It was a tough decision to 
come back... I will give it one 
more try with my head held 
high and regardless how it 
goes I will go out on top." 

Favre threw for 4,202 
yards and 33 touchdowns last 
season with only seven inter¬ 
ceptions and guided the 
Vikings within a victory of 
the Super Bowl, losing to 
eventual Super Bowl cham¬ 
pion New Orleans in the Na¬ 
tional Conference final. 

The memory of that near- 
miss haunted Favre through¬ 
out the off-season and was 
the inspiration for him to re¬ 
turn exactly one year after 
signing a two-year comeback 
contract worth 25 million 
dollars with the Vikings. 

"As magical a year as it 
was, all I could think about 


since New Orleans was that I 
was so close," Favre said. 
"Maybe I should give it one 
more try. 

"You were so close and 
you were with these guys. 
Let's stay together and do it 
again. What we had last year 
was special. It's worth giving 
it one more try. I just felt like 
I owe it to this organization." 

Favre had not appeared at 
camp and his future was un¬ 
certain until three friends and 
teammates - Steve Hutchin¬ 
son, Jared Allen and Ryan 
Longwell - went to his Missis¬ 
sippi home on Monday night 
to say he was needed in camp. 

That talk and the reception 
from other teammates when 
he arrived Tuesday made it 
clear the choice to return was 
the correct one. 

"These guys are asking me 
to do them one more favor. I 
know exactly what that 
means," Favre said. 

"We're in this together. If 
we go down, we go down 
swinging. If we get it, we get 
it together. I don't want to 
fail. A lot is expected of me, 
of this team. I take that very 
seriously." 

Now he will again try and 
lift the Vikings to the Super 
Bowl for the first time since 
1977. Minnesota made four 
trips to the Super Bowl in 
eight years but never cap¬ 
tured the NFL crown. 

"I can't make any guaran¬ 


tees. I'm just going to do 
everything I can to help this 
football team," Favre said. 
"I'm not here to set any 
records. There's nothing else 
for me to prove. I'm here to 
have fun. 

"It's really about these 
guys. It really is. They know 
I have got their back and I 
think they have got mine 
too." 

The long-time Green Bay 
Packers star had retired only 
to return two seasons ago 
with the New York Jets. He 
retired again only to return 
with the Vikings and have 
one of his greatest seasons. 

"I was even amazed," 
Favre said. "My arm felt like 
it was 21 last year. I was 
looking for that with the 
ankle surgery. The doctor 
said don't expect a dramatic 
difference like the shoulder. 

Favre, who turns 41 in Oc¬ 
tober, will be the focal point of 
the Vikings' season opener on 
September 9 at New Orleans, 
a rematch of last season's 
playoff semi-final in what will 
be the NFL season opener. 

"Answering the bell again, 
the what ifs, that's what's 
tough. I'd love to win a Super 
Bowl. But what happens if 
you don't? That was the tough 
part." 

Favre has started an NFL 
record 285 consecutive games 
and is likely to keep the streak 
going despite ankle pain. 

"There's a little pain there, 
some scar tissue. Ifs just 
something I'm going to have 
to deal with," Favre said. "The 
only way I'm going to get the 
speed and reaction time down 
is to be in games. 

"I need to get where I can 
do all those things you need to 
do with split-second timing." 


CINCINNATI (AFP) - Top- 
ranked Rafael Nadal, third- 
ranked Serbian Novak 
Djokovic and British number 
four Andy Murray all won on 
Wednesday to reach the third 
round of the three million- 
dollar ATP Cincinnati Mas¬ 
ters. 

Murray, coming off a vic¬ 
tory in Toronto last week, beat 
France's Jeremy Chardy 6-3, 
6-7 (3/7), 6-2, to book a third- 
round match against Latvian 
Ernests Gulbis, who outlasted 
Austrian Jurgen Melzer 6-7 
(8/10), 6-3, 7-6 (7/5). 

The Scotsman defeated 
Nadal and Swiss world num¬ 
ber two Roger Federer in his 
last two matches in Toronto 
to claim his first title of the 
year. 

Chardy fired 15 aces at 
Murray, who responded with 
eight of his own and denied 
the Frenchman on 3-of-4 
break chances while capital¬ 
izing on 6-of-14 such oppor¬ 
tunities to advance after two 
hours and nine minutes. 

Nadal, the reigning Wim¬ 
bledon and French Open 
champion, advanced with a 6- 
2, 7-5 victory over big-serv¬ 
ing American Taylor Dent. 

"I was waiting to have my 


chances, but you are out of 
the rhythm from the baseline 
because he's not giving to 
you the long point, and ifs 
difficult to have the feel of 
the ball," Nadal said. 

"He broke me and I was a 
little bit lucky after that to 
have the break. It was a close 
second set but I think I had 
more chances than him in the 
second. It was closer in the 
second but I still think I de¬ 
served to win." 

The Spaniard will next 
face Frenchman Julien Ben- 
neteau, who eliminated Swiss 
Stanislas Wawrinka 6-4, 6-2. 

Nadal and the other top- 
eight seeds all received first- 
round byes at the last 
hardcourt tuneup event be¬ 
fore the US Open, which 
starts August 30. 

Djokovic defeated compa¬ 
triot Viktor Troicki 6-3, 7-5, 
but was unhappy at how he 
closed out the match. 

Djokovic, runner-up here 
the past two years, will next 
face Argentina's David Nal- 
bandian, a winner two weeks 
ago at Washington. The 
South American trailed 4-5 
when American John Isner 
retired from their match.

USA to host Poland in October 
friendly 


CHICAGO (AFP) - The 
United States will play host 
to Poland on October 9 at 
Chicago in an international 
football friendly as the Euro¬ 
pean side prepares for its co¬ 
hosting of the 2012 European 
Championships. 

The Americans are 7-7 
with two drawn against 
Poland in a rivalry dating back 
to 1924, with their last clash a 
3-0 triumph in 2008 at 
Krakow. The Poles, 4-2 with a 
draw on US soil, drew 1-1 in 
their last US match in 2004. 

Poland, who are co-host- 
ing Euro 2012 with Ukraine, 
figures to draw strong sup¬ 
port from a large Polish com¬ 


munity in the "Windy City" 
of the American Midwest. 

"These fixture dates are a 
fantastic opportunity to have 
the group together for an ex¬ 
tended period and then put 
the work to the test with a dif¬ 
ficult match," US coach Bob 
Bradley said. 

"We know this is an im¬ 
portant opportunity for 
Poland as they prepare for the 
2012 European Champi¬ 
onship, so we expect a chal¬ 
lenging game." 

The match will come during 
a busy late-season weekend for 
Major League Soccer as well as 
being well into the start of the 
European campaigns.
